journey as they core tomake, even when 
surrounded! by the luxurious 
nents with which the trains af the great 
trunk lines wre equipped. le is therefore 
quite natural that we shanld have antic 
pated with some apprehension the jour. 
ney from Peking to St. Petersburg, a 
thatance more than twice as great and 
requiring 1144 days and nights tw accom. 
(Wish. Our reservations froin Aarhan, 
Manchuria, were secured and a large 
fuarantee deposit mate three months in 
tivance, Although applyme thus early, 
our entire party of five were unable fo 
fet cotuparinients m the sane car, sp 
popuior ts this Tram de luxe,” which is 
the auly through express cach week. 
The conehes are vestibuled, roomy, and 
hehted by electricity, with the cornidoars 
at one side A lavatory ‘is placed be- 
tween and corinected with each two cor- 
partments: The berths are clean, and 
altogether the accommodiutians are very 
comfortable, In the baggape cars were 
two bath«rooms for use of all passengers, 
and these last-mentioned conveniences 
are probably the basis for the claim, as 
advertised, that this 1s the most sump- 
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tuous trun inthe world. The gauge of 
the track is 44% triches broader than that 
of the tronk tines in Amerie, 

Trink lines on our side Of the waorit 
could, with great advantage to passen- 
gers, adopt the methods. practiced by the 
Transilerian Kailway of starting and 
stopping trains, which is entirely free 
rin all jarring or jerking sensation. 

While qo per cent of the patrons of 
this read are English speaking, not one 
among allot the railroad or custom off- 
Cials in charge of the train understand 
cor language; so whatever Miey say has 
logo, and argting on our part ts waster! 
breath. Only yo pounds af happrage is 
allowed to cach passenger, Tait the com- 
partient’ are so roomy that several sunt 
casts can easily be stawel uway 

Kailroad station sign-bourits itt Japan 
and China bear the nantes af places both 
In English and in the native lanjruage, 
while these in Russia are only in the 
Russian characters. 3 

Tt is tinnecessary to consult b map te 
(liscaver when we pass from Manchuria 
into Siberia, since from. the car av tratlow 
the mud - walled compounds  itclosing 
houses of the same material, capped with 
thatched rns and of the Chinese type, 
give way to log houses, with now and 


then a substantial frame structure hav- 
ing elaborate wirnlow-frames and fancy 
gahles, 

The people, too, are of large, sturdy 
frames, The long und neglected beards 
of the men give them a fierce; course ap- 
jearame, in sharp contrast with the 
“childlike and bland” expression of their 
clean-faced Chinese peichbors. : 

According to our calendar, we are m 
the first week of July, and find or thin 
clothing is very comfortable ; but to look 
Ht the peasants at the stations one would 
conclude winter headset in early. The 
men wear for capa with ear protectors 
to turn down and magenta and other 
bright-colered calwo blouses belted, with 
baggy trousers tucked into great heavy 
hoots,. The women are still t well pro- 
tected by thick “non-hobble” skirts, 
clumsy shoes, and heads closely wrapped 
in kerchjets or shawls, 

Chor train beme a “limited,” stops are 
tude only at the more important places, 
at some of which 20 minutes are allowed 
passengers to stretch their legs. 

We pace the platform, dodging. the 
vittkint guard while gathering tm o few 
shots with the kodak. At some of the 
first stopt the brave guards were very 
annoving, almest to rideness, threaten- 
ine to appropriate the kodak 1f we at- 
tempted to use it. Natdrally the risk 
only adds zest to cour efforts, and bot few 
opportinities escane. 


Wil METIS TO THE LAND OF AREAD AND 
RUTTER 

At the stations where stops are made 
Times of peasants are gathered, affer- 
ing at verv reasonable prices that staff 
of fife which is so much missed and 
80 greatly craved by travelers In Japan 
and China—ood sweet bread—anld here 
i # variety net only of colors, but: in 
site. from the black loaf two feet im 
diameter down to tolls of ordinary size, 
hut of extriordmary sweetmess. We 
have, toa, again resumed the habit which 
is said to he spreading—butter, The 
general cultivation of rice in Japan anil 
parts of Ching make pustires scaree, so 
that milk and butter was there oniitted 
from our meni: But here; on these vast 
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meadows, are pastured great droves of 
handstine cattle. 

The recollection of the bread, butter, 
Dutch cheese, wild ‘strawberries, and 
cream purchased fram these farmer 
people will always be associnted with the 
Pranatbetian journey, since wor hunch- 
basket was Jaily nhemented iby pur 
choses of these wholesome supplies, 
While the food served in the dining-cars 
is as good as conldl be expected, we 
preatly enjoyed the occasional breakfasts 
antl daily lunch of our own providing 

From now on to Moscow no more 
changes of cars will he geraeryt h much 
to our rebef, as dering the first five days: 
and mehts from Peking we have been 
enlivened by five changes of cars and 
several encounters with custome officials, 
interspersed with exhibits of our pass- 
pert to any impiiring mind embodied in 
a form wearing Russian clothing who 
chanced to feel a-curiosity to read sortie 
of our life's: secrets contained in that 
doctument. 


THRONGS OF IM MIKANTS 


Many emigrant traing are met filled 
with people who have teen imduced to 
pull up from the cities or mere thickly 
settled western country to try thei for- 
tines in the great Northeast. The Rus- 
Sinn government is offering farms and 
many extraordinary inducements to set- 
ters, and great numbers are availing 
themselves of the opportunity, At many 
af the stations these people are gathered 
around in fanily groups; usme their 
bundles of clothing and belongings to 
recline or sit upon: while awaiting the 
train which is to convey them on to their 
destination, Some of these tirec) mothers 
trying to quiet and relieve the wants. of 
their erving children present troly pa- 
thetic scenes, 

It acems strange that so many profes- 
Sonal beggars are encountered at these 
small settlements, where employment for 
the unskilled mist be so abundant. 

On the third day of July we were dis- 
appiinited! when passing Inke Raikal by 
encountering a hard ritin, which pre- 
vented our seeing much of this wonder- 
ful hort of water, the sixth largest lode 
on the globe. Its level t<-1,500 feet above 
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the séa, Soundings have disclosed a 
depth of 6,500 feet, and a remarkable 
fact connected with thi inland sea 1 
that. it is the only body of fresh water 
in the world in which seals thrive. 

A ride of Go miles brings us to 
Irkutsk, ane of the largest of Sibermn 
cities, {ts future importance at a rail- 
rod center ts assured, for when the 
present air line from Peking ta Katgan 
is extended to this city it will ent the 
distance hundreds of miles anil save 
several dave over the present Mukden 
route. The depot is the most preten- 
tious seensoan the line thas far, A few 
miles atorthwest of [riutsk ts located 
one of the largest Siberian prisons, with 
a capacity fer many thousand converts, 
and incidentally it may be noted that 
there is a department store in this same 
city in which are contmed more than 
2o0 employees: 


A PLEASANT LANDSCAPE 


From the car windows we observe 
among the forest trees many large white 
bireh, the sane variety from which the 
American [neians obtained) bark tor 
their canes, 

After dinner one mustonot depend on 
the approach of darkness to give warn- 
ing of bedtime, since we are so near the 
latitude of the midnight sun that if we 
sleep only when darkness prevails we 
will wet scant rest. ‘The sun ilisappears 
after9 o'clock, followed by twilight until 
it, and abeut four hours later the sum is 
again attending to business at the old 
staid. 

Each of the towns we pass through, 
however small, has one or more Greek 


churches within its borders, neatly 
painted in white; the shingled roof 


titted a delicate pen green and crowned 
with peculiar double tunnp--shaped 
domes, same of them in bolliant colors. 

Further west one can almost muagine 
he i traveling through Holland, so 
nitmerans are the windmills, extending 
their great wooden arms to embrace poy 
passing breeze; they make a pleasing 
break in the monotony of these vast 
prairies. 

At the stations among the Ural Moun- 
tains numbers of the nattves are selling 
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suuverirs characteristic of the regmion, 
specitnetis of dilferent-colured rock trom 
the mines. It fe from this region a lore 
portion of the world’s supply of nahit- 
chite is secured. When cut into thi 
aitell pieces, polished and matehed to- 
gether like the recent popular jig-saw 
puzzles, it is used to veneer the surface 
of. columns in the great cathedrals as 
well as in the finish of urns, vases, and 
table tops, which are so frequently 
chosen as the state pifte of Russian 
royalty 

As we approach the western IMiundary 
of Siberia, the ascent to the pass through 


the Ural Mountains has been so gradual 


that we do not realize our altitude until 
the summit reached. Heres the tine 
separating Europe from Asia, marked 
ly the white marble triangular pyranud, 
which, if significant to the hopeful em- 
grant, 16 doubly sa to the unfortunate 
exile, who through hts tears catches a 
final ghimpse of that land which contains 
all that is dear to him and where from 
now on he is counted as dead. How 
pathetically suggestive is the name of 
this stone, “The Momninent of Tears!” 
To us, passing the gateway into Europe. 
it marks a long .stode homeward and 
fills our minds with pleasant anticipa- 
Lions. | 

Eight and one-half days of our jour- 
ney trom Peking = accomplished, but so 
interesting have been the sights and ex- 
penences, so comfortable and restful the 
train wecotnminlations, and 20 cotrteniws 
the employees of the road, together with 
that all-important factor which deter- 
mites for ar against the pleasure of 
travel—agreeable companions—that we 
feel the time has passed all too quickly. 

The repittation for ill luck sometimes 
attributed to mamber 12 was ol sis- 
tained in the case of our Transtberian 
party, since the absence of aby one of 
them world have been-a cistiaet depriva- 
tion in point of pleasure to the remameder, 
The acquaintunce of our several groups, 
formed while crossing the Pacific, or 
traveling in Japan or China, naturally 
produced a feeling of warm fellowship 
when we assembled on the “train de 
luxe.” and, it 14 a pleasure to add. this 
feeling still contmics.

GREAT STEPPES AND WISDING RIVERS 

The early impressions «af Siberia, 
formed from the very limited informa- 
tien contained in school bocks of not 
vety lony ago, in which lockless inhabit- 
ants of this country were pictured riding 
in pectliar-shaped slets drawn by horkes 
running at the top of their speed, and 
just about to he deventred by a great pack 
of hungry wolves, while those not fleeing 
from this awfil fate were either con- 
demned to hopeless servitude in the mines 
or exiled, eking out a bare existetice m 
this land of perpetual winter and limit- 
less forests, have not been entirely climi- 
tated from the minds of many. -What- 
ever the conditions omy be in other parts 
of this.great Eropire, the country through 
which the tailway passes, as well as the 
appearance of the people gathered at the 
stations, would entirely dispel such wheas, 

(real steppes, winding rivers, stretches 
of woods, and undulating meadows are 
the characteristics of the country as seen 
on both sides of the track. The soil ts 
very fertile; wild flowers are of enor- 
mens growth, and although the sease is 
short. the appearance of vegetation peti- 
erally indicates a rapid growth and early 
maturity. O89 course, like other new 
countries, site unfavorable condttions 
exist which will require time and experi- 
ence to avercome, In the distribution of 
forests are rivers, large tracts were left 
devoid of either; and mi districts an Si- 
herian steppes ortesian wells often bring 
aap only salt or bitter water, and wells 
furnishing: sweet water sometimes sil- 
denly change to salt and become useless, 


RATLROAN RATES OF ONE CENT A MITE 


What a wonderftl achievernent the 
building of this splendid Siberian riail- 
rdad has proven. Its benefits are not 
confined to Russin alone, for its-advan- 
tages are felt the world ower, a+ this rail 
way is-an important factor im reducing 
the: time reqired to encircle the globe. 

It is cause for just pride to reflect that 
while credit t given an Englishman for 
first suggesting the building of this road, 
the first plans for its construction were 
submitted by an American, The present 
Tsar, who has always been deeply inter- 
ested im the protect, wheeled the frst 
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barrel of earth and laid the first stone 
May 1, 1897. So numerous are. the 
rivers over which this matlroad passes that 
Srey miles of bridges form part of its 
litwe, 

To'bring the benefits of the row! within 
the reach of the people, the government 
recluced the rates uf thrmgh tickets to 
$59.00, being about one cent per mile. 
It is very noticeable to tourists how few 
hirge cites are'entered by this road. The 
ciuse Of this may be sumnilar to that of 
the line connecting Moscow with St 
Petersburg, which i sad to have been 
brought about by the officials: commis- 
soned to determime the route, who were 
influence) to make long detours. to con- 
nect with favored localities: When the 
map was subontted to his Imperml High- 
ness the Emperor, with a ler he drew 
astratght line between the two cities and 
ordered the roan built in accordance with 
that Hoesand the ofder wos carried out. 

Avery -unusial castom elsewhere pre- 
vails on this railway, which we observed 
Irom the rear end of our tram. At all 
crossings the flagman:stands by the side 
of the road antil the train. has passed, 
When Hie at ince walks to the center of 
the track, still holding the flag extended, 
and stunds like a statue until the train 
is out of sight. This we were miormed 
is to enable the railroad official, who keeps 
tabs from the rear car, to note on his 
report that the flagman mr on the jab. 
Asa tram draws into a station a rattroad 
uficial strikes one stroke on a bell, sim- 
lar to a locemotrye bell. which hangs out- 
sile the depet burlcing: and about three 
mimites before time for the tram to de- 
part, two strokes are sounded, asa warn- 
ing to passengers to-get aboard, At the 
seuml of the third ated last signal of 
three strokes, the tmun-starter blows a 
puliceman's whistle, when, if the engineer 
has completed oiling and taking ot water, 
he replies with a steam whistle and the 
trim moves off. 

Unmistakuble evidences of the pres- 
ence of the festive mosqnite are een as 
our train proceeds through forest dis 
trets, Toward evetiing the people have 
their heads enveloped in black. nettmg, 
and many are sitting on the lee side of 
smudge fires. in front of their homes,

Enterprising 
wanen, and chiliren are busily. engaged 
beste the track pickirig the litte wild 
strawberries, anil at the stations they are 
like swarms of bees ‘Offering the berrtes 
for sale at about ten cenmis per quart, 
The fruit is ripe and of a peculiarly de- 
licious flavor. 

At half post three, July 8. we arose, 
hut even at that early hour the sun had 
preceded us, thus affording a good light 
at Samara to view the greatest of Eure- 
pean rivers—the Volga, whose witers, 
before mingling with those of the Caspian 
Sea, 2,300 mules distant Trem its scuree, 
ate mavigable for 1800 miles. At Sa- 
mara the river is spanned by a substantial 
ron lridge almost a mile in length, and 
from ait car window we view the waters 
is they How tg0 feet below. 

THE CITY OF SPIRES: atnatow 

The numerous cathedral spires of Mos- 
cow, with their copper domes, are as 
strikingly characteristic an indieation 
of one’s approach to the old Muscovite 
cipital as the great stacks, with their ac- 
compunving clouds of smoke. presage the 


entrance to some of the American manu- 


ficturing cities, 

We alighted from the train at the sta- 
tion in Moscow ten and one-half dave 
fram Feking. only eight minutes behind 
schedule time, | 

Chir first efforts were directed to ol- 
tin permits tu use the kodak, smce the 
principal eccupation of both the police 
and the soldiers of Russia seems to be to 
inspect passperts and kedak licenses. [in 
Moscow it was necessary to procure two 
licenses: one fron the military and the 
other from the police authorities, The 
possession of these licenses saved us much 
annoyance and furnished considerable 
amusement. Many of the guardians of 
the law were unable to distinginsh be- 
tween them. In fact, any officia-appear- 
ing paper would probably have been as 
satisfactory. 


SAINT SAVIOUM 5 CATHEDRAL 


Of this greit city of spires, Saint Sav- 
iour's Cathedral (see pages 106-1067), 
which occumes the Inghest prominence 


years later, 
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in, Moscow, 16 the mast magnificent and 


striking chtrel Wuilding. It rivals an 
splatider. if not in cost, amy other sanc- 
tary m the world, It commemorates 
the expulsion of the French from Russia, 
and was begun in St and completed 15 
Around its four stdes i a 
tharble frieze of life-size figures. The 
beatty of the extenor conveys but a 


slight intimation of the wonders of its 
interior, which comprise quantities of 


semi-precious stones of Siberian jasper, 
green malachite. and alabaster, with 
trany life-size pictures in mosmic, ene 
crnsted with jewels of fabulous value. 

One stngle piece of Siberian jasper, in 
the form of a meédalhon, set in the mar- 
ble wall, represents an outlay of $15.000; 
anil the totul cost of the structure 
state to be nearby S41 3J000.b00. 

Wishing to obttm a pucture of this 
edifice, we directed oor steps in that di- 
rection the morning of our seecind day 
in Moscow. We were. fortunate in. so 
doing, since on arriving there we found 
a great service being held in coimmemora- 
tion of the two hundredth anniversary 
of Meter the Great's victory at Plevna 
over Charles XL of Sweilen. 

The dimensions of the interior of Samt 
Saviour’s seemed greater on account of 
ther beng no pews. We were impressed 
with the carmestiess of the worshipers. 
During part of the service ‘worshipers 
prostrated themselves until their beads 
ttiched the curse mat of the covered 
Hioor, AL our stile was a poor woman in 
blaick who spent moat of the time on her 
knees, devout but entirely undemonstra- 
tive. A. short distance from her was 
another woman so affected that had not 
the tiles of the Seor been well fastened 
she ¢ertamly would have removed them 
that she might in her prostration get her 
head te a lower level On. the cE ni 
side was strongly built, full-faced 
bearded tian, with a noticeable rotundity 
of form, who, from the rapidity of- his 
movements, acted as thengh his piety had 
for some cause been long deprived of the 
privilege of a public demonstration. 

The chancel, constructed of white mar- 
ble, is.of especial beauty, On either side 
of it are seated antiphonal choirs, each 
containing, at the time we saw them, 28 
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men and boys, uniformed like Russian 
eoliliers.. 


A MARVELOUS VOICE 


There was no organ or musical instru. 
ment to accompany the votees, but the 

eat arched come, bare of drapery, act- 
ing asa sounding hoard, helped wonder- 
fully to supply the emission, After the 
opening of the service, both chotrs were 
massed ana platform directly in front 
af the chancel anil about go fect back. 

As we entered the ancitorium the choir 
was chanting ane of the canticles of the 
Greek church, Its peculiar melody was 
very tuneful and most effective as stunt 
by the male chorus. while beneath all, in 
a different measure, but in perfect har- 
imoany, Was a tee resonant voice, the vi- 
brations of which resembled the nambling 
of distant thunder. The obligate, occa- 
sionally heard in a short burst of tone, 
was in quality like the rich dhapason of 
i great pipe organ, 

Wonderful at all times, the priest 
singer was simply superb in his intonation 
af the succeeding pravers. Beginning 
abt low “CC,” at the ending of the 
plitase he modulated one-half tone higher, 
and aftera short, mmpressive panse started 
the next line in the new kev. He sang 
each Verse in a similar manner, through- 
out the octave gradually increasing the 
volume of tone, until the last verse was 
finished. When the refrain, taken up by 
combined chorus, culminate i a great 
flac of harmony. 

The enormous temple, with 1 dazzing 
attay mt precious strnes, decorations, anid 
paintings, eos ting fabulous BIT, SiTiks 
inte otter msienificance tn the recollection 
of that marvelous voice. 

[ts possessor was a long-haired, bearde,| 
priest, a man of large stature, combined 
with the finest musical sensilility, which 
enabled him to use his great organ in this 
Host effective manner. His voice was 
bevored the power of description in its 
grandeur mw richness of tone, still with 


no indication af its limitations having 


heen reached. | 

_ The priesthood and choirs of the Greek 
church contain many remarkable voices, 
and, while no instruments are ernnployerd, 
music forms a prominent and attractive 


400 years ago-—which, 
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part of each service, Although for the 
most pairt the choirs are composed of 
male voives; there are some very fine or- 
Renteations which inchide only female 
Voces 

The chancel of Saint Savicur’s Ca- 
thedral was so beautiful thar a resolve 
was at once made to try for a puctitre, 
and a visit was made with the kodak 
later in the day for this purpose (sec 
page Totes). 

TILE WONTHERS OF THE RRILACLOS 


The Kremlin, hike the Forbidden City 
in Peking, is imeclosed by a wall entirely 
independent of that encircling the city, 
It marks the part which eseaped the great 
conflapration when the outlying districts 
of Moseow were burned by the Russians. 
who were besieged lay Napoleon. The 
present wall replaced one of oak 
like the. Great 
Wall of China, was erected as a defense 
from the Turtars (see page: rob2), 

Within this. inclosure 1s located the 
Imperial Palace, the Treasury, the Arse- 
nal, and three cathedrals, which for cen- 
turies have respectively heen the places 
of the crowning, the marrving, and the 
burying of the Tsars of this great nation. 
The inclosure alse contains a convent 
and many great monuments. On one 
side, far below, flows the River Moskva, 
from which the city takes its mame. 
From the river's opposite hank the view 
of the splendor of this collection of build- 
ins 1s wnsurpassedd. 

Probably nowhere in the world does 
an inclasure of the dimensions of that 
described by the wall of the Kremlin 
contain precious stones approximating 
the value of those displayed here, Tt has 
been aptly stated that they should not be 
counted by thousands, but mensured by 
the peck. To guard them Soo soldiers 
are constantly im and around these bnualel- 
ings: 

The [van or Hell Tower is the most 
eanspicuous structure in the inclosure 
and contains 36 bells, two of which are 
of silver, the largest of the collection 
weighing 65 tons (see pape 1lob2). 

tie large bell seems to lose its mag- 
nitude when we come to examine the 
one resting on a stone foundation just 
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outside the tower, which weighs 200 
tons: (see page 1063). Tt was orginally 
intended to hang within the walls, [ut 
apo after it was cast a fire destroyed 
the Innolding which. sheltered i, causing 
nine gaping cracks and the displacement 
ofa piece of the bell weighing g tons. 
Owing to this misfortune, ts tongue has 
ever remnined mute, 

Not far from the Bell Tower stands 
the arsenal, mn front of which is a dis- 
pliy of 850 bronze cannon, trophies cap- 
tured from the Turks and French. 
Prominent among, et is the “Grent 
Gun," its mouth having a diameter of 3 
feet, surrounded by so thin a shell that 
regard for safety probably accounts for 
the fact that tt, like the Creat Bell, has 
never spoker (see page 1of4), 

These two curios, coupled with Mus- 
cow's prevalent paving material, are 
spoken of as the three ancient wonders 
of the city, “The heaviest bell which 
never was rung, the largest cannon which 
never was fred, and the greatest-amount 
of cobblestone pavement” (which ought 
to be fired |. 


THE CATHEDRAL OF SAINT BASIL 


As we leave the Kremlin by the Re- 
deemer’s Gate, a few steps to the right 
bring us to the strikingly porreuus Ca- 
thedral of Saint. Basil, beside which the 
colors of the rainbow pale (see page 
to7o). More than 300 years ago, by 
command of “Ivan the Terrible,” this 
peculiar building was erected over the 
eraye of a popular prophet of the time, 
known as ““Basil the Imbecile.” 

The old ruler is said to have asked his 
architect whether he could ereet another 
cathedral as beautiful as this one. On 
the Llatter’s replying that he could, his 
eyes were promptly put out to prevent 
such an act in case the architect should 
full into the service of a subsequent 
ruler, : 

The exterior of this beautiful edifice 
is much the better part of it. for the m- 
terior is exceedingly disappointing. ‘The 
eleven towers, each one differing. from 
the others, cover tiny chapels of like 
diameter, and as we stood gazing up at 
the ceiling, in cach of which is a great 
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indsaic eye, the effect was like looking 
up from the bettem of a well, 

Directly m front of the Samt Basil 
Cathedral Wes that formerly dreaded 
space, 50 appropriately named the “Red 
Squire.” This is the spot where 200 
years ago the most horrible forme of 
execution and public punishment were 
inflicted. At the right of this square a 
magnificent ‘arcade, covering an, entire 
block, has recently heen erected, and is 
now occupied by hundreds of the best 
class of stores m Moscow. 


THE “REDEEMER GATE 


To the tourist no country in the world 
shows more evidence outwardly, in the 
way of religious observance, of heing a 
Christian nation than does Batssia, 

The sky-line of Moseow, as viewed 
from afar, looks like a forest of «pires. 
Two thousand cathedral and temple 
spires point heavenward, their numerous 
pecnliar-shaped dames resembling in 
verted onions, while their gilt roofs glis- 
ten in the sun’s rays like great search- 
lighas. | 
On reaching the city, you have no 
need to alight atic: enter the barilidinggs 
you are passing to learn where the 
shrines are located, Stmnply ohserve the 
driver of your drosky for a short dis- 
tance, and his almest continual crossing 
of himself and uncovering of his head 
will give you unmistakable evidence 

Then there that old entrance to the 
Kremlin, built about the time Columbus 
discovered Ameria—the “Holy” or 
“Redeemer Gate.” Here, whatever one's 
belief or corulition of life—be he Em- 
peror or subject, Jew or Gentile—his 
head must be tncovered when passing as 
4 mark of worship or reverence to the 
folden toon of the Savinur hung above 
the pate. 

“A shert distance from the Kremlin 
one passes the double arched “Sunday 
Gate.” and it will be the exception if any 
af the passing throng, however burried, 
do not stop at the little chapel to worship. 
the -most celebrated miracle-working 
image in Moscow, the “Theriin Mother 
and Chi” The building is ¢o small 
that frequently devotees in a line reach-

ing for seme distance along the street 
UWall io opportunity to enter, A net of 
real pearl envelopes the head of the 
mother and her person is adored with 
many Valuable jewels. 

Here for centuries haye the rich, the 
poor, the well, the sick, and all sorts andl 
conditions of people pad ther fervent 
homage, As a tender token of ‘their de- 
votion they have deposited a kiss upon 
the hands of both the mother and child 
tint] the pictures of the hands have «dis- 
appeared), hidden by a dark thick crust 
Of dried kisses, In their earnest piety 
the worshipers acted in fall ssmpathy 
with the littl: verse: 


“Though deadly perma i kisses hide, 
fen af the privé the cost. ts small; 

“Ts letter to have kissed and died 
Thain never to fave kissed at afl." 


The Greek Church of Russia: is: di- 
Vided into many sects, and the Tsar ts the 
acknowledged head of the main or ortho- 
lax body. ‘The priests as seen by tour- 
iste appear a dignified splendid lot of 
men. They wear broad-brinimed bats 
and coats of dark brown, the skirts of 
which reach to the ankles, while a gilt 
eross hangs Troma cham encircling the 
neck. With their full beards and hair 
hanging over their shoulders and reach- 
ing neirly to the waist, they closely. re- 
semble the Russian conception of Christ, 

In one line of rehyiows activity, viz. 
the spread of the gospel, the Russian 
government leads the world. Its. ratl- 
reads and steamboats inake no charge 
for the transportation of the Hible to 
any part of the realm. Yet religious Tib- 
erty. counts for but little in that country. 


THE CREAT THREY RACKS 


Not only are horse-cars still a popular 
means of conveyance in Moseaw, but 
there ts a line of care without tracks 
which appears to receive its full share 
of quitronage, although the cobblestone 
pavement ind the small wheels of the 
cir must form a most uncomfortable 
combinations, 

The cabbies of the “four sedters” and 
aome of the droskies present a warm 
propesinion in the bet July days with 
Cmts padded to the thickness af pillows, 
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This 1 another indication of caste, for 
the rule seems to be, the thicker the pads 
the more stylish the turnout (see page 
poi). 

Fortunately for us, the Great Derby 
races occurred during our stay in Mos- 
cow. During these annual races the ho- 
tels are thranged with Russinns of the 
higher class, who make quite a display of 
their large diamonds and elegant gowns. 

We were interested observers af their 
manner of greeting: The men kiss ‘each 
other on the cheek, but anly kiss. “my 
lady's: hand of wrist.” This manner of 
salutation indicates that we have made 
same progress homeward, having left be- 
hind ws Memes Where three bows miaide 
from the hips like a jack-knife answer 
the proprieties > atl China, where a man 


shows his kindly sentiments hy eardially 


shaking his own tial. 

The cash stakes for the races amdurit 
to 38,000 roubles, shout Srqjoon.o0, The 
lines of conveyances hurrying to the 
track are miles in length and form a lively 
and bolliast procession. Some of these 
equipages seem royal in their appoint- 
ments. Especially so are the handsome 
curniages drawn by three large horses, 
the center animal wearing the arch-shaped 
yoke (donga) over the collar, the ‘sub- 
slintial Russian harness, almost entirely 


covered with metal, heing polished to the 


brilliancy of amirror. and the horses go- 
ing on a full rom (see page toe). 

The horses ate raced under the saildle 
over a turt track. Je is interesting to 
note tht a majority of the drivers are 
Amentan jockeys 

In front of the prandstand refrest- 
ments are served on small tables, and as 
the horses swing around the last quarter 
thase occupying seats at the tables mount 
their chairs tu gam a sight of the finish, 
over the heads of these standing at the 
rail near the track, about ten feet distant. 

A careful observer would have noticed 
a tallish man, apparently absorbed in the 
result of the mice, take a position directly 
in front of one of those couples At first 
glance one might think he was about to 
witess one of those mysterious tragerlies 
so commen in Risssian history from the 
looks of the dark object which is poking 
its glassy eye at the couple, From ander 
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the -said tall man’s arm, Gut if near 
enough, one will hear a slight click and 
yerhaps notice a suppressed snule as the 
bold man with the kodak moves toward 
his nest victims (see page LOGS). 

Qine of the conspicuous:types of people 
attending the races is the Cancasian, 
wearitig lis peenliar garb. 

Tlie Lrish sportsman’s exclamation on 
his first sight of a dude, “hat strange 
things one does see wher he hasn't o 
pun,” ee expressed our sentinents at

“CHE CITY AGAINST NATURE 


To visit Russia without seemg St. 
Petersburg, which has heen ao ipptoe 
priately termed “The city against mature,” 
would be catse for genuine regret. 

Although nearly, two centuries have 
passed since the active Giteer of Peter I 
closed, the raat stmesphere of St Peters- 


burg is still filled with reminders ot hits: 


great achievements. [1 is impossible to 
comprehend the cbstacles overcome by 
the brilder of this massive city, situated 
ae it is-at the confluence of the great 
River Neva with the Gulf of Finland. 
dimiast within the Arctic circle and om 
a marsh half under water and scarcely 
above the level of the sea. 
for labor and capital w bring logs Trom 
the mainland and drive them into the 
rid ene on top of anpther, forming the 
foundation on which to build, cost an

amount sufficrent im itself to complete a 
town of considerable sine. 

The building of the city of St. Peters- 
bury tiler these conditions is alone a 
warrant for the title “fsreat,” given to 
ws indefatigalle founder, biel le ot 
earned it by his shall and perseverance 
is a wuler. or been entitled to tt on ac- 
count of his physical propartions. While 
histery acknowledges Meter the Great the 
creator af niodern Russia, no other act 
af this wonderful man mere forcibly 
illustrates his persevering energy than us 
wresting from the waters the site of this 
great city, ’ 

SA0NT ISAAC'S CATICEIMAL 


From either approach to this [imperial 
City the most noticeable object is. the 
gréat gilt dome of Saint Lsaae's Cathe- 
(tral, which raises its spire 936 feet above 
the ground (see page robo). Although 
not as distinctly Oriental as Saint Say 
iour's. of Moscow, it Impresses ont &5- 
pecially with the grandeur of its propor- 
tions: Every outline is indicative of 
simplicny as well as of pertnaience. Its 
massive walls, like the entire city, rest 
upon Ssttles. | 

The pile foundation of the Cathedral 
alone cost one riillion dollars, and the 
futn} «est of the edifice is estimated ta 
have been over S1f,00n,000.. About 56 
years were required in its building. Its 
form is that of a Greek cross, [it has at 
each of its four corners an enormons 
portico in imitations af the Pantheon at 
Rome, supported by single stone pullars 
bo feet in height: soo pounds of pure 
end ie said to have been used to gild its 
dome ane cress, 

nto the constriction of no other tnild- 
ing known to us has such a lavish quan- 
tity of semi-precioms stones enterecd. 
These inclade a chancel rail of pure ala- 
baster and ten columns zo feet high of 
malachite, besides others of lapislazuls 
costing $30,000 cach. 

\t the service which we attended the 
large autitorium was well filled, without 
any distinction, being mide as to class. 
the rich and the poor standing or pros- 
trating themselves side by aie. We, as 
visitors, were assigned seats on the raised 
platform insite the rail and next te one 
of the antiphonal choirs. In the same 


telutive position on 
the oppesite side of 
the church were seater! 
members of the royal 
family, Chair location 
Was most fortimite 
tor observing the in- 
teresting service, The 
SurnoUTdings were 
magnificent in the ex- 
treme and the music 
very heautiful Dut 
the voces of the 
priests, while superb, 
bore no CoOMmpariscn to 
the one beard at the 
QNUIVErsary service in 
Moscow, 

At the far side of 
the park in front of 
st. Isaac's is the fa- 
Us cipestran stitue 
of Peter the Great, 
depicting the Emperor 
Seated tpon a rearing 
hearse. The statue is 
mounted on an enor- 
mous beulder, as large 
as a tediim-sized 
house, It is interest- 
ing to note that this 
Ereat Shome Wits 
brought from the 
shore of the Gulf of 
Finland, & miles dis- 
tant. “\ road wus 
built with iron tram- 
ways and a special 
bridge was thrown 
across the Neva and 
the boulder rolled 
Along on cannon halls, 
hundreds of mice ond 
horses heing required 
to bring it to it® pres- 
ent position. At the 
first view one wonders 
how the casting is held 
i position; but on 
closer examination it 
is found that the horse 
1« standing on an ad- 
der, which typifies the 
difficulties the great 
riler overcame, Thy 
i spread on the 
rock 18 swept by the 
tail of the horse, and 
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the two combined with a counterbalance 
ai 10,000 pounds oi metal to adjust and 
maintain the proper center of Brevity: 
Near the principal business district of 
St. Petersburg stands the gorigequs 
“horeh of the Resurrection of Christ” 
(see page rozo), which im outward dec- 


oration surpusses in brilliancy of colors: 


the St. Basil Cathedral in Moscow, The 
eilifice ts thoroughly Russian in style, 
with fantastically shaped domes and 
nunarets in most vivid hues. 

This memorial cathedral incloses the 
stone pavernent stained with the blood 
of the martyred Emperor Alexander 11, 
who was assassinated on this spot by 
means of a bomb one Sunday in 1881.05 
he was returning from parade It would 
seem after haying Hlierated 23 millions 
of serfs from slavery Emperor Alexan- 
der TT was deserving of a pee crite! fate. 


NOTES OF THE CITY 


The population of St. Petersburg is 

nearly two million, and the people and 
costumes seen on the streets represent 
almost every nationality of Europe and 
Asia, A custom new to us-is noticed in 
the parks, viz. the dresses of murses, 
indicating by their color the sex of their 
charge—blne for a bicry antl red for a 
qrirl, 
"The Winter Palace, the chief Imperial 
residence, is a vast huildme. Tts outlook 
on the river is beautiful to the ordinary 
chserver: but. as the view includes the 
Royal Mausoleum, it is questionable how 
great may be the pleasure the vista f= 
fords the Imperial head of the house, in 
view of the tendency {to atiarchistic 
methods which prevail in Russia. The 
oppasite zie of the palace faces the 
broad square, in the center of which 1s 
the Pillar of Alexander I, a monolith 25 
feet square and 155 feet high, 

The original palace hnikding, «which 
howse 6.000 persons, was destroyed hy 
fire in the year 1837, and was replaced 
with the present enstly structure two 
vears later, The apartments and halls of 
the part we ‘were permitted to inspect 
are indeed palatial in appointments and 
furnishings and are crowded with rare 
historical paintings and silver plate, 

Imagination must fall far short of pic-

turing the teauty and grandeur of the 
royal entertainments given m the mag- 
nifcent ball-rocimns of this palace during 
the long cold winters of this Notth 
country. 

Directly weross. the Kiver Neva and 
oppasite the Winter Palace lies Peters- 
burg Island, the oldest part of the city. 
Here shinds the most conspicuous build- 
ing of the river front, the [Fortress 
Church of St. Peter and St. Paul, stp- 
porting its peculiar marrow sylire, 302 
fect in height. . 

The purposes for which this mass of 
stone, erected 210 years ago, has served 
are decidedly varied. It has been the 
burial place of all of the Tears, with 
the exception of Peter Ll, since it was 
erected, It-m a church, a mint, a mu- 
seum of military trophies and relics of 
the great Peter, a political prison, the 
execution ground, and a fortress. The 
walls of the part devoted to the mauso- 
leum are hang with hundreds of wreaths 
wrought in silver, 

While this fortress church is all deeply 
interesting, one is glad to take his de- 
patture, since there is a decided gloom 
comnecterl with the oll surroundings, aS 
though some of the sorrdw and sutfer- 
ing to which these walls have been silent 
witnesses still permeated the place. 


AM EPIDEMIC OF CHOLERA 


Although during our visit in St Pe- 
tersburg the cholera: had been claiming 
its victims in the city by hundreds, the 
only noticeable indications of its pres- 
eve were some of the precautionary 
measures taken by the authorities, 
sort of wheeled apparatus for furnish- 
ing boiled water in quantities, gratut- 
tonaly given to the public, was located 
on the corners of the principal avenues. 

To some of the Toons is attributed the 

ower of working miracles and of heal- 
ing the sick, and cettain of them were 
supported under a canopy and carried in 
q procession of golden-robed priests 
through the principal streets, escorted by 
military and follawed by numbers of the 
common people chanting hymns, As the 
procession proceeded, and tntil it had 
passed, the people ou the roadside and 
walks prosterated themselves before the 
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sacred emblems as a petition to them to 
allay the epidetnic. | 

Passing through the Tsar's domain, 
even at the rapid pace we have mioit- 
tained, impressed us with the immensity 
of this colossal pation. Its 155 millions 
of population possess one-sixth of the 
land surface of the entire world, or three 
times the area of the United States, if 
we except ovr Alaskan bonanza. which 
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Riissia practically gave to Uncle Sam jn 
1867. Considermye her almost limitles< 
resources, her Tatre possiltlities are in- 
calewlable; and certainly in her struggle 
for a higher civilization. and the ailjust- 
ment of the pecullar economic and po- 
Kitical conditions with which she is cot- 
fronted, her attitude taward America in 
the past cottimends her to our warmest 
friendship and suppert,

VLADIVOSTOR 

After am uncomfortable and somewhat 
Lempestuous voyage across the Sea of 
Japan, at the end cf May, our eves 
viewed with refreshing delight the green 
and graceful hills that fringe the covered 
Waterways on approaching “Vladivostok. 
soon, however, our thoughts turned from 
Natures smiling aspect to matters of 
hitman interest as we approached the 
city, with its wonderful dry-dock, its 
green-domed churches, its railway termi- 
nals. and the outlying shipping, all glori- 
fer! by the spring sum and-smiling skies. 

Before tis was the stir of civil life and 
the bustle bf commercial activity in the 
city proper, lut from our decks we saw 
the smooth fields and gentle hill-slopes 
alive with the morning drills and opera: 
tions of a Russian army corps, Apart 
from the rhythmic evolutions, novel to 
all and thrilling to a soldier's car, were 
the melolious and stirring sounds af 
martial songs—anthems of loyalty to the 


Czar and devotion to country which are 
chanted by Russian soldiers om the 
march. 

Atthough having many business beild- 
ings of the latest modern types, Vladi- 
vostok i plainly in the transitory stage 
attendant on tts strugeles to assume 
metropolitan importance. With a perma-

of 258 mile? to Dairen (formerly Dalny'), 
Port Arthur, while another light Jap- 
anese military railway, now in course of 
reconatruction, extends from Mukden to 
Antung, there connecting with the Kor- 
eu road to Seoul and Fusan. Especially 
interesting, hawever, is the Chinese e¢x- 
tension, over which one travels comfort- 
ably 756 miles via Peking to Hankat 
whence via weekly steamers down the 
VYang-tse-kiang to Nanking and over 
another railway 196 miles im length, 
Shanghai is reached (see map, p. 1076). 


EXCELLENT ACCOMMODATIONS 


These railways have brought Peking 
within 14 days’ travel of London, the 
fare, intinding sleeping car, being about 
$150 for second-class and $230 for tirst- 
chiss passengers. 

The following information is of prac- 
tical value regarding fares, distances, and 
time. The distance from Vladivostok to 
Mascow is $426 miles, which were tray- 
ersed ing days-and at hours. ‘There are 
three through trains each week—an ordi- 
nary express, the state express, and the 
international train de luxe, On the last 
our journey was male. Except a trans- 
fer at Irkutsk, 3.425 miles east of Mins- 
cow, there is no change of cars, 

The international is a. steam-heated, 
electric-lighted, well-ventilated corridor 
train with an attached dining car, There 
are no ordinary passenger coaches, but 
there are Rrstctaae and second-class 
sleeping cars. divided into state-roormis 
for two and fer four persons, the fare 
for each person being, respectively, 
328.50 roubles (about $165) and 213.82 
roubles (about S107). 

Breakfast (bread and coffee, chocolate, 
of tea) enst o.54, lanch 1.25, and dinner 
1.50 roubles. The food is plain but well 
cooked, the service good, and the cars 
clean. | 

There is practically no difference be- 
tween sccond and first-class accommoda- 
tions except better wpholstery and an in- 
iifferent toilet for the latter, Each com- 
partment has leather-lined fittings (easily 
washed), a small table with a movable 
électric light, and very ample room for 
all baggage that can be needed in the 
ten day” inurney. The free registered 
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baggage is strictly limited and charges 
are lugh for extra weights, 7 
While each compartment 1 private, 
there are no curtains to insure privacy of 
the separate berths, Other notable de- 
fects are scarcity of towels, lack of good 
drinking water, and the indifferent toret 
conveniences, there being mo separate 
provision for women. Bathing was pos- 
sible in a Section of the baggage car. 
The road being broad gauge and the 


speed low made night travel most com- 


fortable, 

East of Manchuria there are excellent 
buffets at the larger stations, and at every 
stop during daylight there were present 
venders oi bread, butter, fruit, milk, 
chickens, etc., all of excellent quality and 
at moderate prices. 


WANCHUBRIA 18 RICH HEYOND CALCULA-

The slow-moving train and long stops 


enable one to form clear opinions as 


to the physical characteristics of Man- 
churia during the travel of 926 miles 
which tisects this great region, There 
can be btt dine conciusion—that its agri- 
cultural; mineral, and other possibili- 
ties ate valuable beyond present compu- 
tation, It resembles in appearance an 
approximates both in area and fertility 
that part of the United States which tes 
between the Mississippt River and the 
Rocky Miotntaiuts. Although in the min 
s level. disforested, and agricultural 
country, Manchuria presents in its nerth- 
western section, in the valleys of the 
upper Sungari and Yalo rivers, net only 
valuable virgin forests, but also vast min- 
eral deposits, of which the most valuable, 
coal, is already in process of utilization 
by the railway, 

Whatever opinions may be held re- 
garding the past policy and conduct of 
Russia as regards Manchuria, tt is evi- 
dent ta any observant traveler that its 
railway construction and attendant «de- 
velopments have vastly benefited this 
Chinese province, Brigandage has been 
largely suppressed, Life and property 
mace more secure, local industries stiomt- 
lated, and distant markets made acees- 
sible, With settled conditions since the 
war, the trade in agricultural products 
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was reaching tens of millions of dotlirs 
in value, and within ten years” time 
should aggregate annually hundreds of 
millions in umount. 

Althongh a Russtan block-heouse Hanks 
every tailway station, amd its garrison 
doubtless rules with a tod of iron, yet 
the long-established Russian policy ob- 
fains-anl the racial susceptibilities of the 
Chinese are regarded to an extent that 
would be impcssihle for Aimericans to 
observe. In addition to other mstances 
in evidence. there was noted the dechra- 
tions of the amiall attractive railway ‘sta- 
tions at lempo, “The ornamentation was 
strictly Chinese, the pracefal root-trim- 
mings being a series of the symbolated 
Chinese dragotis pursuing their fleeing 
prey. All “ong the milway Manchurians 
of every ny Hane and cliss were scen mix- 
ing with Russian civilians and eolidliers, 
pursuing their various affairs with such

THE ALADDIN CIT 


While Russian activities have thor- 
oughly affected the peoples of northern 
Manchuria, yet they have centered in the 
Mladdin-like city of Harbin, which very 
lately wis unpleasantly brought to the 
world’s attention as the scene of the 


(eplorable assassination of that great. 


statesman, Mrince Ito,.of fapan. 

The most populogs of European cities 
in sia, the Eines medical center af the 
Russian army—with 4 hospital so im- 
tense that 10.000 patients were cired 
for at one time—it seems an irony of 
fortune that Harhin should recently have 
lost thousands by. pestilential plague. It 


is, hewever, 4 Jogical outcome of the 


Eovernmental defects at Harhin. With 
unsanitary haluts almost universal wmong 
its cosmopolitan population, there was, 
strangely enough in autocratic Russia, 
no dominant central authority over this 
collection of cities to enforce priser 
sanitary regulations; even if such. wete 
ever planned. 

The existence of Harbin is duc to the 
conjoined action of the Russian govern- 
ment and the Russo-Chinese Rank. The 
corporation obtained from China exclu- 
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sive rights for 36 years to a region 100 
miles square. Lavish expenditures, oye 
gregating from 10 to 2 millions of 
(ollars, built up a modern town near the 
point where the Transiberian Railway 
crosses the Sungari River over a fine 
stee] bridge of modern type anil standard 
comatrrcticnn, 

With great and fluctuating business 
interests, Harbin has varia! in popula. 
Hon from 50.000 bo 100,000 of more. 
It appeared to be a collection of hetero- 
Feneous commminmities mither than an 
Lininisttative unt. There then existerl 
rite practically a aga administra 
tons—the offic the army, the mili- 
lary hospital, “the business, the mann- 
facturing, the milling, the river, the Chi- 
nese quarter, and on the outskitts the 
original Manchurian village. 

The milling facilities are adequate to 
care for more than one and. a quarter 
millions of souls ; the railway equipment 
i sHextenaye and well arranged that an 

nice A orps with its. entire impedimenta 
entrained or detrained ina day." 

Seon observation and by report the 
Russians maintain a most conciliatory 
and tactinh attitude towards the Chinese 
in general and Munchurians in particular. 
The enonmenus expenditures of the Rus- 
sans yet enntiote at Harbin, whereby 
the Chinese—laborers, traders, and effi- 
cials—have profited beyordl their wildest 
expectations: As we tarried, there were 
in evidence a number of Chinese officers

While many public and some private 
binldings are large and costhy, there was 
that unmistakable cast of erudite to Har- 
bin which causes it to somewhat resemble 
a thriving frontier city af America.

Every traveler is therefore surprised 
to find Irkutsk a well-built, prosperous, 
modern city, with a population of about 
55,000, Among Siberian cities, [ricutsk

beautiful hornmes, and is given to lavish 
hospitality, While its extended business 
operations are supplemented by all mod- 
ern municipal equipments, including tele- 
phony and an efficient tire service.

Now a wiser policy is appropriating 
millions of dollars annually fora peace- 
ful invasion of Asia.

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suecessiully promoted, Enngrition agen- 
cies have been established, traveling 
agents employed, surveyors utilized, and 
oncastonally allotrnents have been made 
for travel expenses, Along the Siberian 
Railway there have been established suit- 
ahke stanons where immiprants are cured 
for through barracks, kitchens, and hos- 
pitals. 

Schools and churches have heen piro- 
vided for the newoomers, who are also 
helped over the (first year hy grants of 
seeds, loans of stock and machinery, 
and other practical methods.

The Albanians have come to 4 con- 
sciomsniess Of thett new! vif civilization 
ane tivaters progress, From the first day 
of the sew Ottoman eonetitution the 
Young Turks: however, were deter- 
mint that civilization should come to 
the Afbanmuns only after being paseed 
through a ‘Turkish and Motummedan 
Strainer.

The Albanian is a European: hve thou- 
sand years and more he has lived where 
he now lives—in the fastnesses of Epirus.

Early in the nineteenth cen- 
tury the Albanians ovnghd with their 
southern neighbors, the Greeks, and were 
the backbone of the struggle for Greck 
independence.

} HE decline of the Ottoman power, 
which began after the retreat of 
the Turkish army from Vienna in 


1083, was marked during the 18th century 
by meréasing anarchy in the European 
and Asiatic provinces of the Empire. The 
Balkan iands were desolated by fierce 
bands of Janissarie« and Kerjalis, agaist 
whose ravages the Christina ‘poputation 
found: little other protection than such 
as was afforded them by the Klephta ani 
Hatduks—the Greek or Slavenic coun- 
lerparts to the insurgent hands of torlay. 

Servia obtained internal autonomy in 
i820, complete independence with in m- 
crease of territory in 1878, and was pro- 
claimed a kingdom in 18R2. Greece be- 
came an independent kingdem in 1532 
and acquired Thessaly in 1881. The 
principalities Of Moldavian ard Wallachia 
which had never been imder direct ‘Tut k- 
ish adoninmistratwn, were umted m 61, 
Obtained independence in 1878, acquirmye 
the Dobroja at the same time, and be- 
came the Kingdom of Rurnania in ia. 
Bosnia and Herzerewind were  ptactl- 
eally annexed by Austria-lungary in 
S78, while a portion of southern, Herte- 
povina fell to the share of Montenerrn.

S THE abuses in the collection of 
taxce have done more, perhaps,

The 
heaviest tax which has to be paid is tithe

The nw provides that the collection af 
tithe for the government shall be put mp 
to auetion or to public tender—that is, 
that bids shall he invited from. private

The Iocal capliehs 
(policemen) ate at the service and im 
the pay of the collectar, and until they 
receive word from him they will see that 
no obstinint peasant begins harvesting- 
There is no commoner farm of injustice 
done to the peasants than the refusal to 
give yiermission to pather their crops 
until an iegal as well as the legal por- 
tion of them is concede! to the tax-col- 
lector, 

Tf the pensant rethains obstinate and 
refuses to pay the illegal contributicin, 
preferring to let his erop perish, even 
thas he does not escape, The sapforhs 
(policemen) do net hesitate to seize and 
cell his cattle, anc even bis seed corn. 
The policemen are, itt fact, regarded by 
the peasants, not as their protectors or 
as the representatives of law and justice, 
hut as persons entirely at the tax-gather- 
ers cisposal, | 

It may be said on their behalf that 
they are merely the tools of the higher 
efficials, and that ther, as well as the 
local watchmen, are miserably paid. 
Their pay is aliost invariahly many 
meanths in arrears, and their daily ration 
of bread is barely sufficient to support 
existence. To a large extent they live 


upon the poverty-stricken peasants. who 


are forced to tolerate their exactions. 
The evils of collusion between the tax- 
gatherers and the local authorities press 
hardly on Moslem and Christian peas- 
ants alike: bit as the captiehs (police- 
men) emploved are Moslems, they natu- 
rally act more willingly against the un- 


believers than against their coreligion-

Te is net in the collection of tithes only 
that gross abuses exist, Many other 
taxes and contributions, both legal and 
iNegal, are exacted. Sometimes these 
are so excessive as to defeat the object 
for which they are imposel. Not long 
since, in one district, hundreds of apricot 
trees, on the dried fruit of which the 
people large y subsist during winter, 
were cut down by the peasants them- 
selves in order to avoid the annial tax 
levied upen them. Vinevaride near the 
capital, even, have been rooted up for 
the same reason. The growth and ex- 
part of the hair of the Angora goat, 
which when manufactured is known a3 
mohair, ought te be one of the mast 
profitable enterprises in Turkey. ‘Thirty 
vears ago this: goat only existed in the 
Ottoman Empire, bot the tax levied upon 
the animals was co heavy that great 
numbers were killed, and Turkey lis 
had to take a second rank in the. produc- 
tion of moltarr. | | 

But added te all these burdens there 
is another which is. still more grievous. 
The governors and other officials, who 
are appointed from the capital, have m 
many cases ta pay the persons who 
have used. their influence to have them 
named. This payment sometimes takes 
the form of a periodical contribution, 
The official recoups himself by takmg 
pay and toll from the subordinates whom 
he in his turm appoints. These again

The influence of fatalism orevents the 
Turk from providing for the future. 
Those who know the Turkish population 
best are the most deeply impressed with 
the hindrance to material peers and 
to mental development which arises from 
this belief, It operates upon every ac- 
tion in their tives. Jt tos certamiy 
helped to toake the Osmanlis feariecss 
soldiers: but the same belief destroys m 
the average Turk the desire to get on and 
the inducements to work. é@ answer 
of the poorer Turk, when asked why he 
does not do something by which he conid 
profit, is; “What ts written (in the 
Eternal Books) is written.” 

The resistance to reforms suggested 
by Europe which the Turk has so often 
displaved during the last century, has 
been, tn fact, largely due to his teligioti. 
However crlightened a Sultan and a 
handful of retormers—like the famous 
Rashid, Fuad, and Aah of the Crimean 
War period—may have been, they have

Everywhere in the modem world the 
wenk powers break wp under the impact 
of the strong, and the Turkish dominion 
is exceptionally weak in propertion to 
the vast area it covers. It wemld, in- 
deed, have before now been ‘torn to 
pieces by revolt or absorbed. by rapa- 
cious neielbors had not the mutonl jeal- 
oustes af the European States interposed 
a check, and had not the power of pur- 
chasing modern arms of precision given 
to the government, os it gives to every 
government, advantages against insur- 


gente which did not exist:in earlier days. 
Tf during the dast hundred years the

The conditions are such that even if 
by some amazing chanee such aman as 
Soliman the Magnificent or Akbar. the 
Great were (o come to the throne there 
is little probability that the process of 
decline could be arrested. dt advances 
with the steady march of a law of na- 
ture.

progressive European government gives 
cecority fora life and property, permits 
wealth to accunmiate and population to 
increase, and makes sone provision for 
education. As Egypt has thriven wnder

fionalities do not wish to be incorporated 
in the Avustrinn or Russian dominions, 
it is not because they prefer the Tork to 
the Russian or the Austrian, bot because, 
locking for the early extinction of the

But the tenac- 
ity with which the Macedonian Chris- 
tians have cling to their faith when they 
had:se much to gain by renouncing it, 
the cotirage which the Armenian Chris- 
tans showed when thousantl of them 
chose in 1895 to die rather than alijure 
their Saviour, prove the strength of fibre 
that is left in these ‘ancient races, 

He who, looking above and beyond the 
dust of current politics, will try to fix 
his eves, os Mr, Gladstone did, upon the 
heights of a more distant landscape, will 
fit treason to think that the develop- 
tient of these nationalities has in it more 
promise for the future than the exten- 
sion of the sway of one or two huge 
military empires,-and will believe that te 
cnenurage and help them to grow into 
nations if an aim to which such great 
and enlightened peoples as those of Eng- 
land, France, and Italy may fithy direct 
their efforts.
